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P R E F A C E. 
HE probable Reaſons why GRRx's 


| Memoria Technica has not been more 
generally received in Grammar Schools, 
where any ſeparate Regard is paid to Hiſtory 
and Chronology, are, that it abounds with 
Matter which has not ſtrift Relation to 
Claſſical Authors, and that it is extended 
to Branches of Knowledge, ſuch as Geogra- 
phy, Aſtronomy, Cc. where the Neceſſity of 
the Art 1s not ſoevident, and the Difficulty 
of Application is much greater. In the 
preſent Selection therefore, the Memorial 
Lines only are inſerted of ſuch Tables in 
Ancient Hiſtory as have more immediate 
Reference to Claſſical Authors, 


In Defence of this Art, as a ſubſidiary 
Aid to young Perſons in Hiſtory and Chrono- 
logy, I will not ſay with the Author, that 
by the Help of it the weakeſt Memory 
may be able to retain what the ſtrongeſt

Scruple in recommending it to thoſe, who 
wiſh to avoid the Neceſſity of perpetual 
Recurrence to Chronological Maps or Ta- 
bles, and who prefer Accuracy and Fidelity 
to confuſed Recollection and imperfect Re- 
membrance. It does not indeed confer a 
new Faculty, but it teaches us to manage 
with Skill the Capacity of the Memory, 
and contrives ſuch Helps as greatly aſſiſt its 
natural Powers.

SLEIDAN'S Jntroduftio ad Hiſtoriam will 
frequently ſerve as a ſhort Commentary, 
and is moreover well adapted to give the 
young Student a general View of the Field 
of Ancient Hiſtory, before he enters upon 
the Study of the particular Parts. It is 
with a View alſo to this Advantage in Geo- 
graphy, that the general Diviſions of it are 
annexed, In every Part of Knowledge in- 
volving a large Field of Enquiry, nothing 
provokes more powerfully the Exertion 
of the Student, than to colle& what hes 
widely ſcattered in the ſame or in different 
Authors, into a narrower Compaſs, fo that 
a general View of the Subject may be pre- 

ſented 
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ſented to the Mind. The Proſpect that 
was before confounding from its Greatneſs, 
becomes in ſome Meaſure determinate, and 
the Object that was too big and unwieldy 
for the Management of the Underſtanding, 
becomes proportioned to its Ability. To 
fill up the Outline with Materials ſupplied 
by the original Authors, forms a Praxis to 
the Student as intereſting as encouraging, 
becauſe he will behold ariſing from it the 
moſt certain and valuable Improvement. 
The 1ind of the preſent Publication there- 
fore will be fully anſwered, if, as a ſmall 
practical Volume, without much Expence 
of Time or material Interference with what 
ate uſually deemed the eſſential Objects of 

Grammar Schools, it may be found any 
Ways conducive to impreſs Permanence 


and Method upon Ideas to be derived from 
their proper Sources. 


I am however of Opinion (if it may be 
pardonable here to expreſs it), that the 
Method of Education eſtabliſhed in our 
Grammar Schools, however competent to 
the Purpoſe of Claſſical Inſtruction, in Re- 
ference to general Knowledge and the pre- 
ſent State of Learning, is greatly Defective. 


Hiſtory, 
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Hiſtory, Geography, Geometry, Mathematics, 
Philoſophy, demand from their Importance 
ſome Share of that Attention which 1s at 
preſent appropriated to Language only. 
In no Seminary of liberal Inſtruction in- 
deed can Claſſical Learning ever be diſ- 
penſed with; and the Acquiſition of the 
Languages which form and contain the 1n- 
valuable Treaſure, cannot be deferred to a 
late Period. But the Elements of Science, 
as well as Language, muſt be acquired in 
Youth. Unleſs the Seeds be timely fown, 
and thus an early Foundation of general 
Knowledge be laid, the Mind will contract 
a Stubbornneſs and Obſtinacy, which will 
baffle every Effort towards its future Im- 
provement.

The Parts of Knowledge moreover are 
nearly related among themſelves, and can 
only be read to Advantage with an Eye to 
this Relation.

for any learned or liberal Profeſſion. By 
«© an obſtinate Attachment to one Branch 
* of Study,” ſays a clear and elegant 
Writer, a Man may make conſiderable 
* Progreſs and acquire ſome Degree of 
„Eminence in it; yet his Views will be 
* narrow and contracted, and he will want 
„ that Diſcernment, which not only ena- 
e bles us to purſue our Diſcoveries with 
„ Eaſe, bur allo in laying them open to 
8 others to ſpread a certain Brightneſs 
„ around them.” This is applicable to 
the mere Mathematician, as well as to the 
mere Claſſical Scholar. The Poſſeſſion of 
only one Species of Knowledge mult ever 
preclude general Ability, and particularly 
Eminence in Philolophical Diſquiſition.

MEMORIA TECHNICA. 


I is a general Complaint amongſt Men of 
Reading, and to many a Diſcouragement from 
it, that they find themſelves not able to retgin what 
they read, with any Certainty or Exactneſs. And 
in no Part of Literature is there greater Room for 
this Complaint than in H:/ftory : To the ſtudying 
of which with Pleaſure and Improvement, as no- 
thing contributes more, ſo nothing has been thought 
more difficult to be retained, than a diſtin and ac- 
curate Know of Chronology, Upon this Ac- 
count ſeveral Attempts have been made to remedy, 
in ſome Meaſure, the Defects of the Memory, by 
Chronological Tables and Maps, and by reducing 
the principal Parts of Hiſtory to certain Epocha's 
or Era's, fo diſpoſed and contrived, as may be moſt 
likely to affect the Imagination, and make the 
deeper Impreſſion upon the Mind. But of all the 
Inventions made Uſe of for this End, none has been 
found to contribute more to the Aſſiſtance of the 
Memory than that of Technical Verſes; both as 
they generally contain a great Deal in a little Com- 
paſs, and alſo becauſe being once learned, they are 
ſeldom or never forgot. 

A Man 
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A Man may be enabled to remember when any 
Emperor, from Julius Czſar to Conſtantine, began 
his Neg, and that as readily as you can name him, 
by the Help of no more than /i Memorial Lines. 

he like he may do with the ſame Eaſe and Readi- 
neſs by the Kings of England, and fo proportionably 


for any other Part of Sacred or Profane Hiſtory. 


For, how impracticable ſoever it may ſeem at firſt 
View, I have Reaſon to believe, that any Reader 
of a common Capacity may, by a regular 38 
ing, and ordinary Application, be able readily and 
exactly to anſwer gt, if not all, the Queſtions 
that can be propoſed from the following Tables. 


The Manner in which I would adviſe him to 
proceed (after having premiſed that he muſt not be 
tran 4 firſt. but make himſef Maſter of one

I would willingly here let the Reader a little more 
into my Meaning, which he may not otherwiſe ſo 
readily apprehend, leſt he ſhould think there is more 
Difficulty in the Matter than there really is. I 
would aſk him then, if he thinks he could remem- 
ber to call Cyrus, Cyruts; or ALExander the 
Great, Alexita; or Julius Cæſar, Julios Czfar ; 


or MAHoMet, Mahomauad ; if he can but do this,

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thrown into the Form of common Latin Verſe, or 
at leaſt of ſomething like it. For as there was no 
Neceflity to confine myſelf to any Rules of Quan- 
rity or Poſition, I hope I need make no Apology for 
the Liberty I have taken in having, without Regard 
to either, and perhaps now and then without fo 
much as a Regard to the juſt Number of Feet, 
only placed the Words in fach Order as to make 
them run moſt eaſily off the Tongue, and ſucceed 
each other in the moſt natural Manner. 


In the mean Time, till he can repeat the Memo- 
rial Lines, and to thoſe who are not willing to give 
themſelves any Trouble at all in charging their 
Memory with them, the Tables themſelves will not 
be without their Uſe. 


Tis not to be expected that Gentlemen, who 
have gone through the Courſe of their Studies, will 
trouble themſelves to begin again a-new, and go 
regularly through the whole : But it is ſubmitted to 
thoſe who have the Education of young Students 


in the Univerſities and publick Schools, whether it 


would not be of ſome Service towards facilitating 
the Progreſs of their Pupils and Scholars in uſeful 
Knowledge, to have them early and thoroughly ac- 


quainted with this ſmall "Treatiſe. "Tis the Ad- 


vice of Quintilian, that Boys ſhould be uſed to re- 
peat, as faſt as poſſible, harſh and crabbed Words 
and Verſes, purpoſely made difficult, in order to 
give them a more full and articulate Pronunciation. 
His Words are theſe : * Non alienum fuerit exigere 
ab his ætatibus, quo fit abſolutius os & expreſſur ſer-

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mo, ut nomina quædam verſuſque affeftate difficultatis, 
ex pluribus aſperrime cotuntibus inter ſe ſyllabis caten- 
atos & veluti confragoſos, quam citatiſſime volvant.

Lines would certainly anſwer this End, and at the 
ſame Time a much better ; and if I might alfo re- 
commend, as he does, the Mriting of them tao, 
in order to make the deeper Impreſſion, it would 
doubtleſs have a good Effect, and Boys would be 
treaſuring up Learning even before they were aware 
of it,

A General View of the principal Part of

'T HE principal Part of this Method is briefly 
this: To remember any Thing in Hiſtory, 
Chronology, &c. a Word is formed, the Begin- 
ning whereof being the firſt Syllable or Syllables of 
the Phing ſought, does, by frequent Repetition, 
of courſe draw after it the latter Part, which is fo 
contrived as to give the Anſwer. Thus, in Hiſ- 
tory, the Deluge happened in the Year before 
Chri/t Two Thouſand "I hree Hundred Forty-eight :
